Thisn was Mrs, Carson's first ocean trip and
was the beginning of her Infatuation for the
sen. Mr. Nowell prevalled upon her 1o remaln
In Ameriea and on his deathbed begueathed to
her & half million dollsrs,

Thisn Interitance gave Mra, Carson ample
means to permit the Indulgence of her scoentrio
desire to be continually on the water, It was In
the year 1806 that Mre, Carson waa first at
liberty to follow her penchant. She left her
young daughier in the hands of friends
and took her wsecond trip to Telfast.
Ble returoed In & few weeks, saw that her child
wad (nsafe hands, and from that time on antil
alie wan selged with her last lliness & month
seldom passed in which she did not take a voy-
age across the Atlantie.
